He became a citizen of Wisconsin in 1840, and 


has been called by the people ot hie 'adopted 
suite to till many oilices o£ honor nnii trust, -with 
t lie confidence that every duty would be faith- 
fully performed. Uo was uiiright and efficient 
(is H legislator, liavin™ been a member o£ the as- 
sembly in ISM, state senator in 1803 and 1850, 
and speaker of the assembly in; 1371; ho was 
faithful and Judicious as state treasurer, from 
ISiVi to 1370, and 
\vo=> able, prudent, conscien- 


tious and just an governor from 1373 to 1832; 
wh:lc his whole life has teen that of an cxem- 
lilary Christian, fit to be studied by all for the 
urbanity, dignity and purity therein displayed. 


In tun doatb the state haa untimely lost one of, 


its worthiest citizens, and il is befitting that vie 
pause from our labors and pay this last token of 
respect to the lamented dead. 


Now, therefore, to reverence the example of 


this devoted and eminent life, I do hereby des- 
ignfttc and appoint the following citizens ot the 
state an a committee to attend the solemn obse- 
quies of the departed: Ex-Governors.; Nelson 
Ucwey, James T. Lewis, Lucius Fairchild, Wil 
Haul' IS.

tho disease most dreaded by mankind , 
Tuo State Journal says: "Mrs. Park -was 
o rasidout of Madison bat a comparative- 
ly short time. Brief as -was her sojourn 
here, she had made many friends, who 
will most sincerely mourn her death, and 
a't'tho same time extend their sympathies 
to Mr. Park in his affliction. The funer- 
al occurs at Clinton Junction at two 
o'clock next Thursday afternoon." 


The Hon. E. D. Morgan, ot .Now York, 


died on- Wednesday. Governor Morgau 
was 0110 o£ tho Ri-eat raon of his time. 
He began lite in a liurablo way, but rose 
to u position of inllnenooaud wealth. He 
was govoruor ot Now York from 1839 to 
1SS3, nod was United States senator 
for 1803 to 18C9. Ha was major general, 
of volunteers, but resigned to enter tho 
senate. His reputation as « practical 
statesman rests chiefly upon his adminii" 
tratiou while governor of Mew York. 
It was marked by a past decrease in the 
state debt, an- increase in: the revenue 
rrorn the canals, and a free use ot tho 
veto poiver. During the war it was 
mainly through his zeal that the state 
raised aud equipped 200,000 men for tho 
field. 


WILLIAM E. SMITH. 


An IntereStinsrSlcetCli To] Ills ulfo.

William E. Smith was born in Scotland, 


June 18, 182-1, and emigrated with his 
parents to tho United States early in 
childhood. Tho family located in New 
York city, whore ho acquired a very fair 
education in 
public 
schools. Upon 


reaching tho ago o£ rnauhcod, young 
Smith oamo west and settled in Oakland 
county, Mich. His experiences in the 
wolverine state did not prove satisfactory, 
hence in 1819 ho removed to Wisconsin 
aud set up as a merchant in the town ot 
Fox Lako. His business venture pros- 
pered to such an extent that he soon ac- 
quired a competence. Shortly after set- 
tling down in Fox Lake, he interested 
himself in politics and represented his 
district in the state assembly in 1851, 
Thereafter he was a member of tho state 
senate in 1858 aud 1S">9 und again in ISfrl 
and . . 19G3. In 
tho 
tall 
of 1805 


ho 
was 
chosen 
state 
treasurer, 


which office he filled for a second term, 
or uutil 1809. His election as state treas- 
urer was followed by his retirement from 
business in Fox Lake, aud after leaving 
that office he crossed tho Atlantic with 
his family aud spent some time m Europe, 
While abroad one of his daughters, a 
highly educated and charming young 
lady, died ot malarial fever, in Rome 
On returning to his old Wisconsin home 
m 1871, ho again entered the political 
arena, and aspired to become governor ot 
the ajgte. Tho powers that bo in Wash- 
ington, however, placed a curb on this 
laudable ambition by securing the nomi- 
nation and election ot C. C. Washbum. 
Then the people of his old Dodge county 
district returned him to the state assem, 
bly, mid he presided over tho delibera 
tions of that body us speaker. Tho year 


' following he removed 'to this city, where 


he formed' a co-partnership with Q. A. 
Enundy and Sidney Hauxlmrst in the 
wholesale grocery trade, under tho firm 
name of Smith, Koundy & Co. Although 
this new business venture prospered 
from the outset, Mr. Smith still indulged 
a quiet craving for political honors, ana 
btill hoped to become governor ot the 
state. 
Accordingly he- pitted himself 


against the ring-backing of Harrison 
Lnclmgtou in 1875, and only, withdrew 
his name at tho last moment, . when ho 
'found that Ludiugton had 'an absolute 
-majority ot the delegates in conventioi 
- -asBOiiiUled. His turn came at -last in 
-.1877, when he was nominated without op 


position, and elected by a handsome plu- 
rality over Judge James A. Mallory, dem- 
ocrat. 


• In 1879 he was again nominated and 
elected for a second term. Simultaneous 
ly with his election as the executive of 
the state'government, he withdrew from 
the grocery business, only to resume it 
again in 1882, by forming a co-partner- 
ship with H. M. Mendel and his son, Ira 
Smith, under the firm name of Smith, 
Meudel 
& 
Co. 
In 
addition 


to 
the 
public 
position 
men-. 


tioned above, Mr. Smith also served as 
one ot the directors of the state prison 
from 1874 until 1877. It can truthfully 
be said ot him that he attained to tho 
highest position of honor in the common- 
wealth ot Wisconsin through tho confi- 
dence which comes from strict and long- 
tried integrity, unswerving loyalty, and 
unusual steadfastness to party affiliation. 
He has been a man of rare tact, good 
ability, and unblemished public and pri- 
vate reputation, and always ranked as one 
of the first citizen of the state; whether 
judged as a magistrate, a politician, a 
merchant, or a citizen in the walks of pri- 
vate life, he has been successful in every 
walk of life, winning the worm friendship 
and high esteem ot everyone with whom 
he was brought in contact. His Ion;,' ser- 
vice in the various legislative and execu- 
tive departments ot the state government 
has identified him with its .political his- 
tory almost uninterruptedly for a 'period 
of thirty years.

Even staple gro- 
ceries arc put up by ec-mo dealers, and poor 
people, oven whou safely housed, must iu 
many cases Buffer from tho.high pricas of their 
daily food; but tho work of relief ia going 
ou with energy.

The statiitics just niade public of sui- 


cides in the United States during the 
autumn months of 183^ present some 
curious .and interesting facts. During 
the three months, September, October 
and November, the total number of sui- 
cides in the country was 42-1. Contrary 
to the general opinion—b:isedon English 
experience and the gloominess, of that 
month in England—that'November is 
the favorite month of suicides, the facts 
show the largest number in September i 
and tho smallest in iSTovcmber. The ngc 
at which suicide was-committed in the 
greatest number was thirty-live, the 
number being seventeen. 
The next 


highest number was cloven at an age of 
fifty. 
Nine individuals found1 out at thu 


age of sixty-five that they could cndu re no 
longer tlie ills that flesh is heir to, while 
one kept up the struggle until ninety, 
and then abandoned it. The youngest 
suicide was at the age of ten, and there 
were twelve under the age of twenty. 


Among the causes "family trouble',' 


stood pre-eminent, being credited with 
fifty-seven deaths. Sickness came .next 
with forty-eight. Then followed "dissi- 
pation" 
with 
thirty-nine, 
"business 


trouble" with thirty-seven, "insanity" 
with twenty-nine, "love trouble" with 
twenty-one 
<m\ 
"destitution" 
with, 


eleven. "Grief" was responsible for live 
cases, "chagrin at parental discipline"' 
for 
four, 
"religions delusion" two; 


while "jealousy," "homesickness" and 
"disappointment at election" \vei-e re- 
sponsible for one each. 


Considered with reference in their 


condition in life tlie greatest number, of 
suicides was from the ranks of husbands, 
of whom, -there are 14-i. Bachelors came 
next, sixty-eight in number, followed by 
fifty-three wives, thirty-one maids, thir- 
teen widowers and eight widows. Of 
divorced persons there was but one—:i 
husband. 
.. Singular!}1 enough, the • agricultural 
profession furnished the greatest hum- 
uer, the table showing fifty-four farmers. 
Of merchants there wore twenty-eight; 
clerks, twelve; printers, live; painters, 
four;lawyers, four; blacksmiths, three, 
and barbers, two.

water since its 


completion two years aso; tho depart- 
ment has only been called upon to fill it 
ouco since, and an inspection of the res- 
ervoir yesterday disclosed the astonish- 
ing fact that no ice had formed in it this 
winter 
Having stood this severe test 


of 
tho past four 
weeks 
of 
cold 


weather, it is ^safe to [say {that it is 
frost proof, and will stand any kind of 
weathsr. This reservoir is ot sufficient 
capacity tor any emergency that it is like 
ly to'be expected of it, and when it ii 
known that the entire cost of its construc- 
tion, including the band stand, was only 
four hundred and ten dollars and ninety 
cents, it will be considered a wise and 
cheap investment, and there aro not a few 
citizens who' wish that Messrs. Courad 
and Hawes woro residents of thoir wards 
or men of tho same public spirit, who 
lould bo induced to represent them in 
the council, that they might have tho 
benefit of a like supply of water for the 
samo purpose.
